office, in addition to a dispatch from Am- 
bassador Currie at Constantinople an- 
nouncing that Said Pasha, the Turkish 
minister for foreign affairs, had accepted 
the scheme for reform in Armenia drawn 
uy by Great Britain, Prance and Bussia, 
is in receipt of au official telegram an- 
nouncing that the Armenian question is 
virtually settled. 


Sir Philip qurrie, M. Cambon and M. 


Nelldoff, the British, French and Russian 
ambassadors, met on Monday and drew 
up a final scheme. This they submitted 
to Said Pasha, the foreign 7ninister, who 
weut instantly to tho sultan. Said Pasha 
occupied the plan of reform in Armenia as 
drawn up, and it now awaits the signature 
of the sultan. 


The scheme is almost identical with tho 


proposals of lost May, which were that the 
governors and vice governors of Van, 
Erzraorn, Slvls, Bitlls, Khartut and Trub- 
izond bo Christian or Mussulman, ac- 
cording to the inclination of the popula- 
tion; but either the governor or tho vico 
governor is to be a Christian, and the ap- 
polutments are to be confirmed by the 
powers. 


Local and not state officials arc to col- 


lect tho taxes, and enough money Is to be 
retaiued before it is forwarded to Constan- 
tinople to pay the expenses of local ad- 
ministration. Complete changes will be 
made in tho judicial system, torture will 
bo abolished, the prisons will be under 
surveillance, tho police will be composed 
of Christians and Turks equally and tho 
laws against compulsory conversions to 
Islamikm will be strictly enforced. 


Tho ambassadors of the powers expect 


that tho whole question will be finally 
settled in tho course of the week by the 
promulgation of an imperial decree. Con- 
trary to geueral expectation, tho high 
commissioner, who will bo charged with 
tho execution of this scheme of reform, 
will bo a Christian. This wus the hardest 
pill for the porte to swallow and fora long 
time it threatened to bring about the most 
serious complications. 


TIiu Cost of a Navy. 


PARIS, Oct. 17.—Vice Admiral Bosnard, 


minister of marine,' says that the Chino- 
Jupaneso war has shown the necessity of 
possessing numerous swift, well-armed 
und armored cruisers. The naval pro- 
gram for tho period between 189-1 and 1890, 
inclusive, involved an annual expenditure 
of £8,000,000, exclusive ot torpedoes and 
guns. Tho new program for building ad- 
ditional ironclads, cruisers and dispatch 
vessels would increase the expenditure 
£400,000 pounds annually, representing a 
total outlay for tho next 12 years of £40,- 
000,000.

An examination of the decreases 


given by tho Tariff league fails to prove 
tho contention of tho protectionists.

This year the republicans will look in 


Tain for general support from the liquor 
dealers. The license commission Is said 
to have lessened political corruption by 
taking the matter out of politics, but it 
•will be remembered that hist year Senator 
Foss undertook to promise liquor licenses, 
and it is a notable fact that the very men 
for whom ho pledged himself to secure li- 
censes were fortunate enough to receive 
them. 


For tbis reason it is intimated that most 


of the liquor dealers will be with Joss this 
trip, as against Mr. Pearson, the demo- 
cratic candidate. Should this prove to be 
the case, the commission will find It to 
their advantage to Issue an order forbid- 
ding liquor dealers to engage actively in 
politics. 
Such an order, if made in all 


sincerity and duly enforced, would have a 
good effect in Lowell. 


The senatorial fight between Pearson

bossudor Currio at Constantinople an- 
nounuiug that Said Pasha, tho Turkish 
minister for foreign affairs, had accepted 
the Bclioini) for reform in Armenia drawn 
up by Great Britain, Franco and Russia, 
Is In recuipt of an oflictal telegram an- 
nouncing that the Armenian question is 
virtually settled. 


Sir Philip Qurrle, II. Cambon and II. 


NollfJoff, the British, French and Russian 
ambassadors, mot on Monday and drew 
up u fluul scheme. This they submitted 
to Said Pasha, tho foreign minister, whc 
went instantly to tho sultan. Suid Pashn 
accepted the plan of reform iu Armenia a« 
drawn up, and it now awaits the signature 
of the sultan. 


Tho scheme is almost Identical with tho 


proposals of last May, which were that the 
governors and vice governors of Van, 
Eraroom, Sivis, Bitlis, Khartu: and Treb- 
i/.ornl bo Christian or Mussulman, ac- 
cording to the inclination of the popula- 
tion; but either the governor or. the vice' 
governor IB to be a Christian, and the ap- 
pointments are to be confirmed by the 
powers. 


Local and not state officials are to col- 


lect tho tales, and enough money IB to be 
retained before it is forwarded to Constan- 
tinople to pay tho expenses of local ad- 
ministration. Complete changes will be 
made in tho judicial system, torture >vill 
bo abolished, the prisons "will be under 
surveillance, the police will be composed 
of Christians and Turks equally and the 
laws against compulsory conversions to 
Islaoiism- will be strictly enforced. 


The ambassadors of tho powers erpect 


that tho whole question will bo finally 
settled iu tho course of; the weolc by the 
promulgation of an imperial decrco. Con- 
trary to general expectation, the high 
commissioner, who will bo charged with 
the execution of this scheme of reform, 
will be a Christian. This was the hardest 
pill for the porte to swallow and for a long 
time ic threatened to bring about the most 
serious complications. 


Tho Cost of a Nary. 


PARIS, Oct. 17.—Vice Admiral Bosnard, 


minister of marine, says that the China- 
Japanese war has shown tho necessity of 
possessing numerous swift, well-armed 
und armored cruisers. Tho naval pro- 
gram for the period between 189-1 and 1800, 
inclusive, Involved an annual expendituro 
of £8,000,000, exclusive of torpedoes and 
guns. Tiie new program for building ad- 
ditional ironolads, cruisers and dispatch 
vessols would increase tho expenditure 
£-100,000 pounds annually, representing a 
total outlay for the next 12 years of £40,- 
000,000. 
. 


Not Intended For Public Distribution. 
Lo.VDOS, Oct. 17.—Tho Daj£- Telegraph 


prints a letter from Lord tJackville in 
which he says that only a few copies of the 
pamphlet relative to Mr. Bayard were 
printed. These were meant for distribu- 
tion privately among friends, and tho 
writer never intendsd the pamphlet to be 
published. 


Value of Two Cities. 


LIMA, Oct. 17.—The Budget for next 


year has been presented to congress, and it 
proposes a loan \ji 10,000,000 sols for the 
ransom of Tacna and Arlca, which are in 
the territory involved iu the conquest by 
Chill, and in tho treaty between Chili and 
Bolivia which was recently made.
